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New Trading Stamp Laws Provide
Protection to Savers, Solon Says

Legislation enacted by the
1959 Legislature to  provide
closer regulation of ftrading-
stamp practices became effec-
five on July 1, when the new

The new regulatory provis-
ions now in effect were con-
tained in two separate bills,
and at the time they were be-
iLg considered, my office re-
ceived a great many letters
from housewives who saved the
stamps themselves and
fearful that the practice might
be too closely restricted or
abolished altogether.
